If a child chokes, turn him quickly 
and not too gently upside down, pat- 
ting him sharply, but not hard, upon 
the back. In case of an adult bend 
the bisly forward, face downward, 
anil slap smartly upon the back. If 
the obstacle will not come up, jerk 
the arms above the head and force 
patient to hang his weight by his 
hands. This treatment may start 
the obstacle downward. 

To jiack the nose with cotton soak- 
ed with lemon juice will relieve nose 
bleeiiing. If the bleeiling is not too 
severe a wash of lemon juice will 
have the desired effect. A small 
syringe can he used to force the 
lem m juice into the nose. 

One of the (|uickest emetics is 
mustard flour and plenty of warm 
water. The patient should be made 
to drink cup after cup of warm wa- 
ter until the mu.stard has produced 
action. 

The easiest way to relieve a fit of 
fainting is to lay the patient flat up- 
on his back, loosen the clothing, ad- 
mit plenty of air, using a fan if con- 
venient, and s]>rinkle the face with 
cold water. ;

Thick buttre.sses break the j 
monotony of the long lines of ma.son- 
ry at regular intervals. 

Fifteen hundred years after Chri.st 
was born, when Mukden wa.s one of 
the most important trading ixdnts 
of the North, Nurhachu, the great 
ancestor of the Manchus, had his 
seat of government south of the 
Ixmg White Mountains, about 100 
miles east of Mukden. In 1616 he 
took to himself the title of “heaven 
decree*!’’ and declared waron China. 
An army of 2tH),iK)0 was .sent against 
him, and the Chinese historians re- 
late that none returned.

Here is a recent story is regani 
to the system of espionage employed 
by the Japanese which I find in a let- 
from St. Petereburg, published in 
one of the French papers. 

It is a vivid picture of what thete 
wonderful soldiers are willing to do 
in the intere.st of their country. 

Toward the end of 1898 a Japan- 
ese from Kiu'Siu arrived in St. 
Petersburg and opened a tea ware- 
house on the Nevsky Prospect. 
Shops of this kind simply swarm in 
I the Russian capitol, but all the same 
\ the Japanese prospered exceedingly. 
In view of the big business he antici- 
pated at the Blaster festivities dur- 
ing the following spring the tea mer- 
chant got over five of his fellow- 
countrymen as assistants. These 
were extremely agreeable, tactful 
young fellows, who quickly ingrati- 
ated themselves with the aristocrat- 
ica clientle of the shop. 

But, despite the prosperity of their 
business, the Japanese did not seem 
happy. Their melancholy was notic- 
ed, and at last they confessed their 
secret. They did not in the least 
mind leaving Japan; they were de- 
lighted with Russia. What they did 
not like was to remain foreig^iers on 
the soil of their adopted country. 
Their deasest wish, they said, was to 
become naturalized Russians, and to 
be admitted into the Orthodox 
Church. 

’The idea ’appealed to the aristo- 
cratic customers of the tea shop 
and in due course they were admit- 1 
ted into the Orthodox Church and 
made Russian citizens. 

Shortly after this the five new Rus- 
sians wanted to get married and 
found families. Once more their 
customers interested themselves on 
their behalf. Brides were found in 
the shajM; of pretty young Russian 
work girls, dowries provided by 
subscription, and the marriage cere- 
mony duly performed. Time went 
on, children were born and every- 
thing in t’ne various menages seemed 
to be most satisfactory, when sud- 
denly the war broke out. Two days 
later the Russian-Japanese teamen 
had all disappeare<l, leaving their 
wives and families behind them in 
St. Petei-sburg. St. Petersburg so- 
ciety was flabbergasted .

Here ia a recent ator>’ ia regard 
to the ayatem of eapionagre employed 
by the Japanese which I find in a let- 
from St. Petereburtt, published in 
one of the French papers. 

It ia a vivid picture of what the*e 
wonderful soldiers are willins: to do 
in the interest of their country. 

Toward the end of 18J>8 a Japan- 
ese from Kiu-Siu arrived in St. 
Petersburg and opened a tea ware- 
house on the Nevsky Prospect. 
Shops of this kind simply swarm in 
the Russian capitol, but all the same 
the Japanese prospered exceedingly. 
In view of the big business he antici- 
pated at the Ekkster festivities dur- 
ing the following spring the tea mer- 
chant got over five of his fellow- 
countrymen as assistants. These 
were extremely agreeable, tactful 
young fellows, who quickly ingrati- 
ated themselves with the aristocrat- 
ica clientle of the shop. 

But, despite the prosperity of their 
business, the Japanese did not seem 
happy. 'Their melancholy was notic- 
ed. and at last they confessed their 
secret. They did not in the least 
mind leaving Japan; they were de- 
lighted with Ru.ssia. What they did 
not like was to remain foreigners on 
the soil of their adopted country. 
Their deasest wish, they said, was to 
become naturalized Russians, and to 
be admitted into the Orthodox 
Church. 

’The idea ‘appealed to the aristo- 
cratic customers of the tea shop 
and in due course they were admit- 
ted into the Orthodox Church and 
made Russian citizens. 

Shortly after this the five new Rus- 
sians wanted to get married and 
found families. Once more their 
customei's interested themselves on 
their behalf. Brides were found in 
the shape of pretty young Russian 
work girls, dowries provided by 
subscription, and the marriage cere- 
mony duly performe<l. Time went 
on, children were born and every- 
thing in the various menages seemed 
to be most satisfactory, when sud-j 
denly the war broke out. Two days 
later the Rus.sian-Japanese teamen 
had all disappeared, leaving their 
wives and familie.s behind them in 
St. Petu-sburg. St. Petersburg so- 
ciety wa.*" fiabbergu.sted. The confi- 
dences it had unfortunately impart- 
ed t(t the teamen went to Tokyo in 
the form of private reports to the 
Japanese general staff, while the he- 
roes of the story, all Captains or
